Caution In 
Search of 
Blast Dead 


Over Score Still 
Missing in the 
Explosion at 
South Ainboy, N. J. 


SOUTH AMBOY, N. J., 


May 20 — (JP) — Men with 
mine detectors moved cauti- 
ously along the shell-littered 
•waterfront tonight in search 
of some trace of 22 men still 
missing in the South Amboy 
munitions disaster. 


Four bodies already have been 


recovered;. Hundreds were 
in- 


jured. Rescue workers conceded 
there was practically no possibi- 
lity of finding any of the missing 
still alive. Tonight the smoldering 
docks were flared tip again, fright- 
ening townsfolks anew. But fire- 
men controlled the small blaze 
within 45 minutes. 


Six hundred tons of explosives 


had roared into the air in one ter- 
rifying rumble that was heard in 
three states. The explosives were 
being loaded from freight cars onto 
barges to be shuttled to a ship 
waiting out in lower New York 
bay. 


All the 22 missing men had been 


»t work on the loading operation 
on the South Amboy waterfront 
Their foreman, who had walkec 
away from the site when the pier 
behind him rose up in one spou' 
of black smoke and flame, saic 
he turned and sxiddenly could find 
no one. 


S»w Nothing; Unusual 
The foreman, Austin Stotle oJ 


South Amboy, was the principa 
witness this afternoon before an 
official Coast. Guard board of in- 
quiry. H« told them he saw noth- 
ing unusual about the area just 
before the blast and had no rea- 
son to suspect sabotage. 


Coast Guard Commander L. T 


Jones askcr. Stotle if some small 
boat could have slipped quietly 
into the loading area or it suspi- 
cious persons had been sighted a1 
the scene. Stotle said no. 


Residents of the stricken area 


toiled throughout the xiay to re- 
store some semblance of order and 
matfe temporary repairs to then- 
battered homes. Military patrols 
moved through the area, and their 
commanders said they would stay 
all week-end. 


The board of inquiry was told 


Ihat 9,000 cases of military anti- 
personnel and anti-tank mines and 
2,000 boxes of dynamite had gone 
t*p in the blast. 


Some of the munitions had been 


rained onto the city still unex- 
ploded, turning the area into a 
treacherous mine field with ail 
tbe dangers of a front-line combal 
•on*. 


Sound trucks toured the town 


to •warn residents to watch where 
th*y walked and not to touch any 
strange objects. Army engineers 
combed the area with their elec- 
trical detectors in search of the 
unexploded mines, each of them 
•normally capable of killing a man 
or blowing up a car on contact. 


But Army men said the firing 


pins had been wrapped separate- 
ly and that the mines would re- 
quire some rough 'handling to set 
them off.

Heard In Three States 
The blast at 6:25 p. m. (EST) 


last night was heard in New Jer- 
sey, New York and Pennsylvania. 


Lt. Hugh Casey and four en- 


listed men of the 10th engineers, 
Port Devens. Mass.. arrived by 
plane and began the dangerous job 
of detecting and deactivating mines 
in the area. Casey looked grimly 
o\-er the scene and said tersely: 


"We'll take four days to clean 


this up. W« should have a battal- 
ion here. 
, The state department saicl in 
Washington it woxild investigate 
the blast to determine whether the 
explosives involved had been pro- 
perly licensed for export. 


Over 300 Treated 
The Coast" Guard immediately 


scheduled a Bearing on the case. 


The Americaii,,Red Cross report- 


ed 312 persons had been treated 
lor injuries. Five were critically 
wounded, the Red Cross said. 


This figure was believed low 


since many persons cared for their 
own injuries from flying glass. 
Today they walked the streets of 
this 10.000 population city 21 miles 
southwest of. New York with dazed 
expressions. Arms and faces were 
bandaged everywhere in the com- 
munity, where ;t appeared to have 
snowed shattered glass. 


Mayor John Leonard saicl every 


house in the city had been dam- 
agsd. 


One steel plate was hurled more 


than two miles and imbedded in 
concrete in Perth Amboy. In that 
sister city of South Amboy across 
the Raritan river there were re- 
ports of many injuies from flying 
glass.

Injured as Car 
Misses Curve 


W. Ray Smith Has 
Fractured Ribs and 
Shoulder Blade 


William Kay Smith, 42, Tulsa, 


Oklahoma, •was seriously injured 
about 3:30 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing, when he missed a curve about 
three miles north of Sedalia on 
highway 65 and his ear rolled over 
several times. Smith, en route from 
his home to Marceline, Mo., was 
alone *t the time of the accident. 


Smith was going north and 


when he failed to make the turn. 
the car left the highway, failing 
to continue up a gravel road, but 
along the road ditch. From the 
point of where it left the highway 
to where it stopped was 189 feet, 
The car rolled over several times, 
demolishing the body of the vehi- 
cle. 


Stopped On Its Top 
It appeared when the car rolled 


over as it rolled the door on the 
driver's side flew open and as it 
went over again, Smith was drop- 
ped out onto the gravel road, and 
the car then rolled over two or 
three •times more stopping on its 
top. 


Tom. Burlingsme, 816 East Sev- 


enth street, told State Trooper "Wa- 
yne Allman, he was driving north 
when Smith's car passed him at 
the Osage avenue and 65 junction 
and headed north. At the time 
Burlingame said he did not be- 
lieve the man was driving more 
than 50 miles an hour. 


Leslie Reed, 412 West Pettis, and 


Eva Snorjgrass, 616 West Pettis 
street, in the car with him, was 
driving up the gravel road just as 
the Smith car started off the 
highway. Heed described the sc-ene 
and appearing as if a ball of fire 
was rolling along the edge of the 
road. He said when they got out 
of the car, the man was sitting on 
the gravel road, got up and went 
over to his automobile and sat 
back down. 


Reed said he went to a farm

J"IOK sometime ther<« have been inquiries regarding fche charges 
* 
and fees on hunting and fishing licenses. It seems the licenses 


allow a 15-cent service charge to authorized distributing agents 
such as the County Clerks, or other appointed agents mad» 
by the Missouri Conservation Commission, but some sub-agents • 
have been charging an additional 30 cents lor their service here 
in Pettis County. However, there are some others who do not 
make any additional charge. 


The confusion was such that many wondered "why the 
extra ten-cent charge". A letter was written to the Conservation 
commission relative to the service charge. Information has been 
supplied by I. T. Bode, director ol the Commission as follows: 


"You 
will note from Section 41 of the Wildlife Code that 


1he Commission has designated county clerks and the 
license 


collector of the City of Saint Louis as distributing agents tor 
handling the sale of. hunting and fishing permits The Commission, 
ot course, reserves the right to appoint another authorized agent 
at iis discretion. This is not done, however, as long as the county 
clerk or the license collector want to handle the permits and 
serve satisfactorily in that capacity in accordance with our re- 
quirements. 


"You 
will also note rom Section 41 -that the authorized dis- 
tributing agents may charge a service fee of 15c tor each permit 
issued. These regular agents use sub-agents to assist them in a 
JFJ%, 
Iibution ot permits for sale in their counties and ,n 
the city. Some of these agents split their service fee charge with 
the sub-agents, but others do not, and when the latter is the case 
1he sub-agents often make a charge over and above the 15c to 
reimburse them for handling the permits. The regular J5r fee 
as then turned over to the authorized agent.

I might say here, for whatever value it 
may have, that most, people feel that the convenience of ob- 
taining a permit in their immediate locality or in the locality 
where they may be fishing or hunting is worth something to 
them, and they do not object to payment oC the small additional

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Tax-Fraud Case of Gambler 
Mysteriously Stymied 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.— A lot o£ mystery surrounds 


the income-tax case of a big eastern gambler— 
that of Vaughn Cannon, the slot-machine king 
of Buncombe county, North Carolina. 


Most people don't realize that North Carolina. 


despite its record for progressive schools and 
more churchgoers than most states, also has a 
thriving gambling racket and has done little 
to clean it up. Center o£ the gambling business 
is Asheville in the western part of the state, 
and its big-shot boss, Vaughn Cannon, now 
appears to have high-up friends not only in 
North Carolina but in Washington. 


More than one year ago, U.S. tax agents 


slapped a lien of $1,451,000 on Cannon's prop- 
erty in North Carolina and sent a recommenda- 
tion to Washington that he be prosecuted for 
tax fraud. 


Since then nothing has happened. The case 


has gathered dust. Why remains a mystery. 
False Rumors 
One reason why was reported to be powerful 


Congressman Bob Doughton of North Carolina. 
However, this columnist is convinced this report 
is untrue. Apparently, the rumor got started 
because Doughton is a director of the North- 
western Bank of North Wilkesboro, N.C., which 
has loaned the big gambler up to $60,000 for 
the purchase of "music machines." 


Congressman Doughton, when queried, said 


that he was a director of the Northwestern 
Bank but that he had not intervened with the 
Treasury Department to hold up Cannon's in- 
come-tax case; in fact, had never heard or the 
matter. 


Lamar Caudle, assistant attorney general of 


the Justice Department's tax division, who 
comes from western North Carolina, also has 
been getting blamed for delays in the Cannon 
tax case. Actually, Caudle has a reputation lor 
letting the chips fall where they may; in addi- 
tion to which inquiry disclosed that the Justice 
Department had not received the Cannon case. 
It is still in the hands of the Treasury— despite 
the fact that it received the case on March 14 
1949. 
Why Probe Gambling? 
Meanwhile Cannon has already received a 


$5,000 fine and two-year suspended sentence 
from the superior court of Asheville for operat- 
ing gambling joints and being in possession of 
gambling devices. 


Meanwhile also, Cannon enjoys a neat little 


scheme whereby he is palsy-walsy with local 
police authorities. This, incidentally, is one of 
the big points behind the crime probe of Sen. 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee. Kefauver, who 
is not a prudish person, is concerned about the 
big pay-offs that go to local police and judges

dead animals on country roads has received 
attention of the Pettis County Court. Promptly 
acting upon complaints the court passed a reso- 
lution condemning the practice and calling upon 
all city and county law enforcing agencies to 
cooperate in searching out the violators in all 
sections of the county. 


The county judges believe that public aware- 


ness of the dumping situation on county roads 
will make more citizens alert and cause them 
to report those whom they see or know to be 
dumping refuse along the highways.

velopment has been doing a bang up job of 
advertising the State of Missouri to vacationers 
all over the country. It estimates the 1949 
travel business in Missouri at $204,000,000, the 
largest in the state's history.

New Tax Bill 
As everybody expected in this election year, 


the tax bill which the House Ways and Means 
committee will unveil about June 1 will be kind 
and generous to the big political contributors 
who are expected to sugar the campaign kitties 
of both parties this fall. 


Instead of repealing $650,000,000 in excise 


taxes and providing for $1,000,000,000 of new 
tax revenue—as recommended by President 


Truman- 
'igures. 


In other words, excise taxes will be repealed 


o the tune of $1,000,000,000 while increased 
evenues to offset this loss will be roughly 
1650,000,000—just the opposite of what the Presi- 
ent requested. 
Committee members privately admit that the 


legislation will be a "deficit" bill. To escape 
this ugly label in the press, the committee report 
may be window-dressed to make it appear that 
the deficit can be offset by closing tax-evasion 
loopholes. 


Regardless of what the report may say, how- 


ever, real fact is that closing loopholes won't 
capture more than $150,000,000 from tax evaders. 
Other provisions for added revenues likely to 
be approved by the Ways and Means committee 
are: 


CORPORATION INCOME TAXES—A boost 


of around $265,000,000 derived from a 2 per 
cent boost (from 38 to 40 per cent) on corpora- 
tions making more than $119,000 a year. 


STOCK DIVIDENDS—A proposed 10 per cent 


withholding tax on dividends is expected to 
add another $150,000,000. However, this will 
not be new revenue, but rather a new way of 
insuring the collection of obligated taxes often 
evaded. 


BACK TAXES BY INSURANCE COMPANIES 


—$90,000,000. This also does not represent new 
revenue, but an old debt that will be collected 
by tightening the tax Jaws. 


Railroaders9 Strike Unwise 
And It Deserved to Fail 


By Bruce Biossat 


The recent six-day strike of railroad firemen 


ranks with the most pointless and irresponsible 
walkouts ever called in the United States. 


Th* union's chief demand was that an extra 


fireman be placed on multiple-unit diesel loco- 
motives for ''safety." The union has had this 
item in its bargaining kit regularly for the past 
11 years. 


But within recent months two separate presi- 


dential fact-finding boards have weighed the 
issue and declared it io be wholly without merit. 


Despite this conclusive verdict from impartial 


judges, the union chose to press its objective 
by ordering a strike against four major rail 
lines. Under the circumstances, the action 
smacked of stubborn recklessness and disregard 
of labor's broader interests. 


For certainly strikes of this character damage 


labor's cause before.the public. 
Unions can 


hardly expect to gain increased sympathy when 
they seek to enforce unreasonable demands. 


Furthermore, there's been a tendency of late 


for the railroad brotherhoods to accept the rec- 
ommendations of fact-finding boards only when 
they are favorable. The public is unlikely to 
rate as fair-minded any unions which won't 
accept proposals" short of their full demands. 
People like to see a spirit of compromise. 


Had the strike lasted much longer it would 


have had serious impact on the economy. The 
union kept the strike within limits to avoid 
federal interventon, but the lines it tied up carry 
a big share of the nation's traffic in many lead- 
ing industrial areas. 


One reason the strike was short-lived was 


that the firemen had no public suppoit what- 
soever. As the effects spread, their position 
would have worsened. 


Then, too, the affected railroads did a good 


job of maintaining skeleton service and were 
gradually 
expanding 
freight 
and 
passenger 


schedules. So, as a weapon of compulsion, the 
strike was proving something less than a com- 
plete success. 


The walkout deserved to fail. Its only con- 


ceivable value is as a lesson to labor how not 
to behave in the future.

; NEW YORK, May 20— (#•)—It 
flows iorever by my door, and I 
wish I could share it with every- 
one in the world. 
; You can feel that way about 
"» river. 
It gives you a surge 


of health that has no selfishness 
in it. 


The river that moves back and 


forth before my door, a crea- 
ture of the,, moon tides, is named 
for a prosaic po.int qf the com- 
pass—it's the East River. 
But 


to men and I don't know how 
many 
countless 
thousands of 


others, ,it is a silvery ribbon that 
ties together the tang of the 
earth's four corners. 
It wraps ;the world in a salty 


flavor and brings it home to us 
who dwell on land but love the 
wonder of rolling water. 


Fire and water are calming 


things to the human spirit, which 
by nature is as restless as either. 
But having known both, I'll swap 
a. fireplace anytime to have a view 
of a river. 


And this East River is a spec- 


ial river, one of the busiest water- 
ways of the. world. To study the 
ships that ply it is an education 
in itself. They come from every- 
where, and they go everywhere. 
and they carry everything that 
anyone 
could 
want—fuel oil, 


freight, 
cars, 
caviar, 
buttons, 


tractors, warm wollen clothing, 
fair ladies on foreign holiday, and 
people just sightseeing around 
Manhattan. 


The river, like any other living 


thing has its moods—bright, sullen 
and work-a-day. 
For three years I have been 


watching it from an 8th floor 
apartment •window, and I never 
know when I love it best—in 
sunlight or slanting rain, by the 
gleam of dawn or the magic 
midnight, when the lighted fer- 
ries shuttle silently across the 
blackness like caterpillars carry- 
ing lanterns. 


At any hour this clean swift 
river shows New York City at 
its best. It has movement, without 
monotony, purpose without push. 
There are no traffic jams upon 
its broad highway, and the vehic- 
les that swim across it follow 
,a rule of the road as old as the 
law of the sea. They do a big 
duty with small noise. 
Maybe 
that's why people have more 
reipect for ships than taxicabs. 


At night it is a guessing game 


•to tell the strange craft that float 
by, and what their missions are 
as they plough a moonlit river 
of mystery. I like, to look from 
m darkened window and wonder 
•who is aboard them, where are 
they going? 


And in the cold clear morning 


the stubby tugs chug seaward, 
trailing garbage scows loaded with 
the debris of civilization, or nos- 
ing- a battered freighter into a 
channel that leads like a winding 
string to a port 5,000 miles away. 


Below them are eels and craw- 
ling things and old .Men-O'War 
sunk in the American Revolution 
and the bones, perhaps, of a few 
men wrapped in concrete dur- 
ing prohibition days and drop- 
ped to the bottom for the wonder- 
ment of fishes. 


That is the river I love ... the 
East River the only one I really 
know, although I was born by 
the banks of the muddy Missouri. 
And as long as I live, if I can 
chose where I live, I'll be in a 
place that has a window that 
looks down upon a river. 


What makes a river so restful 
to people is that it doesn't have 
any doubt—it is sure to get where 
it is going, and it doesn't "want 
to go anywhere else. •

The Missouri Highway Patrol 


has announced that traffic deaths 
in. Missouri during the iirst four 
Kionths of" this year have in- 
creased 12% as compared with the 
same four mouths of last year. 
There have been 
23§< p.ersons 


killed this year compared* with 
210 last year. All of this increase 
has resulted from accidents on 
rural highways and in cities of 
less than 10,000'population. Rural 
deaths have risen, from 155 in 1949 
to 190 for the first four months 
of 1950 while deaths in 'cities of 
more than 10,000 population drop- 
ped from 55 last year to 46 this 
year. 


The primary reason that rural 


traffic deaths have risen while 
deaths in large, cities have' .de- 
creased is due to the high speeds 
of .vehicles on .rural, highways. 
Accident records prove that the 
severity 
of . traffic 
accidents 
is 


determined by the speed 
Oi: the 


vehicles. 
The greater the speed, 


the more serious is the accident.

Charge Small Loan 
Interests Control 
GOP Committee 


MARYVILLE, Mo., May 20— (ff] 


—Further emphasizing intra-party 
strife, the chairman of the Re- 
publican state committee charged 
today that small loan interests 
control a newly-created special 
GOP legislative committee. 


William F. Phares said there was 


no question in his mind but what 
small loan companies had con- 
tributed heavily to the independ- 
ent committee's campaign chest 
in order to get legislators who 
wiE vote for high interest rates. 


The charge was termed "ridi- 


culous" by State Senator C. R. 
Hawkins of Brumley, 
co-chair- 


man of the legislative committee 
which hat; its headquarters 
in 


Jefferson City. 


Hawkins said the group was for- 


med primarily to seat a Republi- 
can majority in the Missouri House 
of Representatives, Phares and 
Howard V. Stephens of St. Louis, 
Republican national committeeman 
for Missouri, have shown no in- 
terest in this task, he added. 


The committee's campaign funds, 


Hawkins said, came from 
"one 


or two sources in St. Louis," and 
not from small loan concerns. 


Hawkins has never backed high- 


rate loan legislation. But the com- 
mittee's other co-chairman, Rep. 
W. D. Cruce, introduced at the last 
session a bill approved by the 
small loan lobby. 


A break in the state Republican 


party became apparent yesterday 
when Stephens declared in St. 
Louis that he would quit as com- 
mitteemin unless all factions start 
pulling together.

ural matei'ials,

they were all the rage and it got 
to be part of the costume of the 
aristocracy, particularly the south- 
ern planters..
